From the first expanding leaf of early 
spring to the chilly winds of autumn, man is 
compelled to keep up the battle with the de- 
structive insects, or be content to see his 
garden and orchard stripped of every green 
leaf, and instead of having a harvest of fruit 
and vegetables have only a harvest of worms 
and bugs. The creeping things of the earth 
seem to be on the increase, thus compelling 
man to be continually inventing new weap- 
ons of destruction. Thus far the race be- 
tween the destructive insects and man seems 
to be about equal, with some doubts as to 
which will eventually conquer. rhe best 
scare yet made by man is the use of paris 
green, and the best scare made by the insects 
is the introduction of the apple maggot 
just about offsets the other. The insects have 
found no way to avoid the poisonous effects 
of the paris green, and man has found no 
way to destroy the maggot who is yet master 
of the situation, and reigns supreme in the 
orchard, selecting the largest and sweetest 
apples, riddling them to the core without 
fear of being molested by man. What the 
next scare will be, or by which side, time 
only will tell. We must make the best 
of what weapons we have, and exercise our 
highest wisdom to improve them. 

One of the first insects that appears in 
our garden is one so small that he is seldom 
seen, but if we have any early beets or tur 
nips we are suddenly conscious that they are 
like the Dutchman’s chickens that came home 
missing, and unless something be done they 
will soon all come home missing. The rem- 
edy is easy and effectual—dnst of fine wood 
ashes as soon as the plants are up.

If the peculiar odor that eomes 
from this bug could only be made a fashion- 
able one, our gardens would soon be cleared 
of this enemy, and the sickening odors of 
some of the present perfumes supplanted 
with something better. The pear orchard is 
sometimes very seriously injured by a small, 
sticky slug, which often does the mischief 
before he is seen; but sharp eyes will first 
detect a small black speck on the pear leaves, 
which under glass will be seen to be a slug 
that is eating the outside of the leaf, and, if 
permitted to continue his work, will eat the 
leaves so that they will turn brown and drop 
off. The remedy is, dust the trees with air- 
slacked lime, wood ashes, plaster, or even 
road dust, Whatever of a dusty nature 
touches the slug will stick to him and kill 
him. The rose bug is one of the worst ene- 
mies to both the flower garden and the orch- 
ard, for he has a wonderful appetite ; he will

The solution must be 
well stirred ; or the Paris green, mixed with 
twenty parts flour, may be sprinkled on to 
the leaves previously moistened, and the 
leaves laid with the dusted surface under- 
neath. 

In many localities melons, squashes and 
cucumbers require unceasing vigilance while | 
they are young. As soon as they have run- 
ners a foot long they are tolerably safe 
from the attacks of the striped bug; but the 
odious smelling hard-shelled bug and the 
borer linger much longer. I have often 
caught and killed large numbers of both the 
striped bug and the hard-shell (corens tris- 
tis) in traps, as follows: In the evening lay 
two small pieces of board by the hill, one 
above the other, with a fresh broad leaf be- 
tween them, serving both as a bait and to 
keep the boards a little apart. Very early 
in the morning go around the hills and 
grind the two boards hard together a mo- 
ment; you will be almost certain to smash a 
number between them. This method vig- 
orously followed up will exterminate them. | 

Against the squash borer it is more diffi- 
cult to contend successfully. I have tried 
covering the vines with earth a foot or so 
from the hill, to allow them to take root 
anew against the time when the borer should 
destroy the original roots; but I never found 
this very satisfactory. A mixture composed 
of dry road dust, one-fourth; dry unleached 
ashes, one-fourth ; dry pulverized hen ma- 
nure, one-fourth; and the other fourth com- 
posed equally of salt and sulphur, is said to 
be efficacious as a preventive against insects.

KEEP UP THE PEDIGREE ON SEED.

When planted in good soil, good thrifty 
fruits will nearly always overload themselves, 
and in order to secure the best, smoothest 
} and largest fruit, considerable thinning must 
|be done; this is especially the case with 
grapes and tree fruits. 

Choice apples, peaches, pears, quinces ; in 
fact, the best of all kinds of fruit command 
|} the best prices and always sell. Ofttimes 
| the market becomes glutted with poor fruits, 
| and the prices realized are really below what 





ripening varieties, as far north as they can 
be obtained, or, better still, raise them your- 
self, but remember the old and true adage 
| that like begets like as well in seeds as in 
man or animal. You might as well look for 
good seed from poor and worn out soil as a

Too many fall into the error of thinkicg 
that by thinning they lessen the quantity so 
much that they prefer to let the fruit ali re- 
main, ‘This is a mistake, as well as to think 
that by thinning they lessen the profit on the 
fruit. When a tree is heavily loaded, the 
| fruit mus}, necessarily be small, and this will 
small will sell for a less price, and really cost 
more to sell, and you really lose rather than 
make by not thinning. Then in addition, 
when 4 tree or vine is allowed to overload 
and mature the fruit, jt is a strain upon the 
vitality of the tree so much that a rest must be 
had, and the next year the tree will fail to bear. 

Whenever tried judiciously, thinning fruit 
always pays; but it requires considerable 
courage when the trees are laden with young 
fruit to go over and pull off and throw away 
}a considerable portion of the fruit. To one 
| who has never tried it, at first it would seem 
| like a waste ; yet it has been tested sufficient- 
ly to prove its value, 

The work of course should be done early, 
as soon after the fruit has set as possible. 
The longer the fruit grows after setting, the 
more waste of vitality of the tree that should 
go to the other fruit that is left upon the 
tree to mature. It should be done as evenly 
as possible all over the tree; thin so as to 
give each specimen left as much room as pos- 
sible, Close crowding is what often makes 
ill-s! fruit. If you have never been in 
the habit of thinning, try a few trees first to 
see the effect, and in a majority of cases you 
wil conclude that it is beneficial.—{N. J.

For the past few years I have changed 
the substance by adding crude carbolic acid, 
which I think improves it, especially if but 
one application is to be made; and we know 
that at this busy season the second applica- 
tion is apt to be neglected. I heat to the 
boiling point one quart of soft soap to two 
gallons of water, and while still hot thor- 
oughly stit in one pint of crude carbolic 
acid. This may be applied as before. This 
carbolic acid mixture retains its virtue, I 
think, longer than does the soap alone, and 
so is especially desirable when but one ap- 
plication is to be made, 1s described above. | 

Like the arsenites, so this carbolic acid 
and soap mixture is of triple value. Not 
only does it kill the dreaded lice, but it also 
keeps off the borers, which are also serious 
pets in the orchards of Michigan. The old 
borers, saperda candida, and 8. cretata, are 
quite common and destructive in our State, 
while the big-headed borer, chrysobothris 
femorata, is even more prevalent and harm- 
ful. Ihave demonstrated beyond question 
that these enemies are surely kept away by 
the same treatment, applied at the same 
time for which we use it to ward off the 
scale lice. No wonder, then, that our trees 
put on such new life and vigor after this an- 
nual scrubbing. In each of these remedies, 
then, not simply two but several birds are 
killed by the self-same stone. It is to be 
hoped that many of our fruit growers will 
throw it, and thus secure fairer fruit and save

SLABBERING OF HORSES. 


We often notice the subject of slabbering 
or driveling of horses, and sometimes of cat- 
| tle, referred to, and as often the cause at 
| tributed to this, that or the other special 
plant, but never have known the real cause 
to be fully explained and the whole subject 
ventilated. It is a well established fact that 
no vegetable grown in the early part of the 
season is productive of the phenomenon. In 
order to come at the foundation of the philoso 
phy and give irrefutable reasons, we must re 
mark that a plant is an organic compound of 
sun energy with earth energy, and that sun 
| energy means acidity, while earth energy as 
| well means alkali, or the neutralizer of acid- 
| ity. Now, plants grown in the early part of 

the season, when the energy of the sun is not 
so sensibly felt, is nearly neutralized by 
| earth energy—its acid action by alkaline 
laction. Nobody charges first crop clover 
with slabbering horses, etc., but nearly all 
think second crop clover will do it, and so it 
will, and most, if not all, other plants grown 
chiefly in the latter part of the season, when 
the acid principle in herbage predominates 
over the alkaline principle. It must not be 
forgotten that the composition of organic 
| matter is greatly influenced by surroundings, 
|and the matter of the sun just as much as the 
matter of the earth enters into the compo-

A RAILWAY FREE PASS.

The twenty-third New England Fair, in connection with the Eastern Maine State Fair, 
will be held in the city of Bangor, Maine, commencing Tuesday morning, August 31, and con- 
tinuing Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, September Ist, 2d and 3d, at Maplewood Park, 
and in Norombega and City Halls. 
At the Park an abundance of water will be supplied to all parts of the grounds. 
stantial covered stalls and pens will be provided for fifteen hundred animals. 
The hotel accommodations in Bangor cannot be excelled in Maine, and boarding houses 
are in almost every block. The managers of the Boston & Bangor Steamship Company will 
arrange to lodge and furnish meals for some five or six hundred people on board of their 
oy steamers. There is ample accommodation for teams, both at the grounds and up town. 
there is no long distance to traverse between the city’s brick pave and the fair grounds, 
as in most places, for Maplewood is barely ten minutes’ easy walk from the Bangor House, 
and approached by gull Gant. The grounds are of easy access and but a few rods from 
the railroad station. 
A lovelier spot could not have been selected for the Fair than this park. It is laid out on 
the crest of a hill, whose green sides glently slope away to Main street on one hand, and to 
the suburban groves on the other, thus giving the best of drainage. The views of Maine's 
Queen City from Maplewood is charming and complete—first white cot in the outskirts, 
next the elegant city houses, then the brick walls and slated roofs of the business quarter, 
and over all the many slender spires pointing skyward, while the streets are defined by - 
lar rows of stately elms. Away off to the north may be seen the peak of the grand Katahdin, 
and to the east the hills of Hancock, hazy and blue. 

The buildings at the park are conveniently arranged, and with the halls will afford plenty 
of room for mechanics, farmers and raisers to exhibit their productions, and also fr the 
displa of home-made textile fabrics, art needlework, etc. Everybody should come with the 
best y can furnish for the general exhibit.

GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


_ __ Premiums and purses in all competitive departments of this Fair are open to all exhibitors 
in the New England States and the Maritime Provinces. 

An office will be established at the Fair Grounds, at the Bangor House, to provide suita- 
ble places for those who desire accommodations during the week of the Fair, where inquiries 
may be made. . 

“ 2 grounds will be open for admission to the public from 7 a. M. to 6 p.m. each day of 
the Fair. 

The Park has been enlarged and parties desiring to camp will be allowed to pitch their 
tents within the enclosure, and those preferring to camp outside of the Park can pitch their 
tents on land belonging to the Association, and adjuining the Park, free of charge. 

Descriptive labels, in accordance with the entries, will be furnished to Exhibitors, who 
are required to attach the same to the article exhibited, and allow it to remain so attached 
during the exhibition. 

Exhibitors will have the right to sell their exhibits during the Fair, but not to deliver 
the same until the close of the exhibition without the consent of the Board of Managers. 

The Marshals and ro Ng marae ot the various departments will meet at the President's 
headquarters, at 8.00 o'clock, on the morning of each day, to perfect arrangements for the 
day.

‘SUPERINTENDENTS. 


1. During the exhibition the General Superintendent of the Fair will have full charge 
and control of the grounds and exhibits. His office will be with that of the Secretary, at the Main 
street entrance to the Park, where any complaint of irregularities, neglect or violation of the 
rules and regulations of the Society can be made, and should he be absent attending to any 
duty, a book will be found in which complaints may be registered for his attention. 2 

2. The Superintendents of Departments will see that the divisions in their respective 
departments are in proper order for the reception of exhibits, and forthe convenience of ex- 
hibitors and visitors. 

_ 3. The Superintendent of the grounds will take every precaution for the safe-keeping of 
animals or articles on exhibition, after arrival and arrangement upon the grounds; but the 
societies will not be responsible for damage that may occur to animals or articles on exhibi- 
tion. Exhibitors must give personal attention to their animals and articles, and at the close 
of the Fair attend to their removal. 

_ 4. Exhibitors must see to the delivery of their contributions at the Fair Grounds; the 
societies cannot in any case make provision for their transportation, or be subjected to any 





expense therefor, either in the delivery at, or return from, the exhibition; but all the ex- 
penses connected therewith must be provided for by the exhibitors. 

5. The Fair will be on so extensive a scale that it will be of the greatest importance 
to exhibitors that they give early notice to the Secretaries, by correspondence, of intention 
to exhibit, stating amount of space, pens or stalls required, that ample provision may be made 
for their accommodation. 

_ 6. For the convenience of exhibitors, covered stalls will be provided for the stock, 
Forage, consisting of hay (with straw for litter), with water, will be supplied without charge, 
so that animals, on their arrival at the Fair Grounds, need not be removed until the exhibi- 
tion is closed. Grain, for stock and swine, will be upon the grounds, furnished to those 
who desire it at market prices. Ample space will be provided for those who desire to camp 
on or near the grounds. The Park has been enlarged the past year for this especial purpose. 


JUDGES. 


At a meeting of the Trustees it was voted that the Society select and furnish experts, who 
shall act as Judges on Jersey, Holstein, Ayrshire, Short-horn, Swiss, Devon, Hereford 
Guernsey, snd Polled Angus divisions. ; 

The names of Judges in the other divisions will not be published in the premium list, 


but will be announced at the President's headquartersat the Fair Grounds, on Tuesday 
August 31st, at 10 a.m. = 


INSTRUOTION TO JUDGES, 


7. Judges and invited guests, upon arrival at the grounds, will report at the “Jupors 
Reception Room,” at the Secretary's office, for admission tickets and general information. : 

8. The Committees of Judges will be announced at the President’s quarters on Tuesday, 
August 31st at 11 o’clock a. ., and the books of entry delivered to them from the Secretary's 
office at 2 Pp. m., and the examination of exhibits will proceed at once. 

9. Persons serving on Committees of Awards should be punctual in attendance at the 
time and place designated for meeting, as such punctuality will prevent confusion, and enable 
the committee to perfect the examinations with less delay, pool to make prompt return of 
their books to the Secretary. 

10. Committees must not take their books from the grounds, but leave them with the 
Secretary, from whom they can be obtained when the examinations are to be resumed. 

11. Committees must confine their awards strictly to premiums offered by the Society. 

12. No Jupexr or SurpERINTENDENT is authorized to make any additions or alterations ; 
gratui.ies may be recommended for meritorious articles not named in the premium list, but 
the Soc’ety reserves the exclusive control in such cases as to paying such award. 

13. As soon as committees complete their awards, they -vill deliver their reports to the 
Secretary. 





14. Duelnotice will be given, through the orrictaL PROGRAMME, to Judges, and by Depart- 
ment Superintendents to exhibitors, of the time for examination of animals and articles 
entered for competition and premiums. 

15. The Jvdges will report not only the animels and articles entitled to premiums, but 
also those next in merit in each class, to meet the contingencies of any objection which may 
arise to the awards, and al.o that they may receive commendation. Any animal or article 
which, in the opinion of the Judges, deserves a speciai commendation will also be reported to 
the Secretary. 

16. Regard will be paid to purity of blood, as established by pedigree, symmetry, size, 
and general characteristics, of the several breeds of animals; and the Judges will make proper 
allowances for age, feeding, and other circumstance. They are expressly required not to give 
encouragement to overfed animals in the breeding classes. 

17. If the Judzes are not satisfied as to the regularity of the entries in their respective 
classes, they will apply to the Secretary for information, and should there be any doubt, after 
examination, or if the animal or article is of such character as not to be entitled to exhibition, 
in competition, they will report the facts to the Secretary, for the consideration of the Board 
of Trustees and Executive Committee, that such course may he adopted as the case may require. 

18. When there is no competition, or but one competitor in a class, the Judges may 
award the first premium, if meritorious, and thirty-three per cent. of the premium will be re- 
tained by the Society. The Judges will mention in awarding the premiums that there is no 
competition. 

19. Medals awarded or gratuities recommended by the Judges on miscellaneous articles, 
or divisions where there is no competition, must receive the approval of the Executive Officers. 

20. No person who is an exhibitor can act as a judge on the class in which he exhibits. 
And during the examination by the Judges if any person interferes with them, by letter or 
otherwise, he will be excluded from the competition. But exhibitors, when requested, are 
expected to make verbal or written statements concerning their contributions. 

21. As one great object of the Society is to collect valuable information upon the sub- 
ject-matter of the exhibition, the several committees are requested to gather all the informa- 
tion possible from the exhibitors in their classes, and to make their reports as full as time end 
circumstances will permit. 

22. Committees will make no awards for aaimals or articles unless meritorious. An ani- 
mal o- art‘c’e entered fo~ exhibition in one division cannot compete for more than one pre- 
mium in that division, but is not prohibited from competing for herd premium or sweepstakes, 
and working o<en and steers are allowed to compete in town teams and pulling oxen. When 
there is but one competitor in a class, the Judges may recommend such premium as may be 
deemed by them just and equitable to the exhibitor and to the Society. Such recommenda- 
tion must receive the approval of the Executive Officers before such premium is paid. 

23. The reports of the Judges must be handed in to the Secretary's office at the Fair 
Grounds before 9 o'clock Thursday morning, September 2. 

24. When the Judges have made their decisions, they will personally see that the pre- 
mium cards are attached to the pens of sheep, swine, and other articles, and premium ribbons 
to cattle and ho-ses. First premium, a blue ribbon; second premium, a red ribbon; third 
premium, a white ribbon. Premium ribbons or cards not awarded must be returned with the 
book of entry to which they belong. 

25. At 2 o'clock pr. M. on Tuesday, the books will be delivered to the Judges at the 
Secretary's office. 

26. The exhibition of stock in the cattle rings and on the track will take place precisely 
at the time specified ; and animals not prepared at the proper time and place may, at the dis- 
cretion of the Judges, be ruled out of competition. 

27. Stock, etc., will be marked with cards furnished by the Secretary designating the 
division and number of entry; and during the exhibition they must be placed entirely under 
the management of the officers of the societies. 

28. Authentic pedigrees of blood stock of atl kinds will be required, which must be filed 
with the Secretaries at the time of entry. No animal will be allowed a premium unless sound. 

29. Male and female animals used for breeding, entered for competition and taking pre- 
miums, must be owned in New England or Maritime Provinces. 

30. No animal shall be excluded from competitivn for the first premium in any class by 
reason of having taken the same premium at previous fairs. ‘ 

31. Ata meeting of the Trustees it was voted that the Judges of cattle in each class 
should be governed in making their awards by the revised scale of points which will be fur- 
nished them on printed cards on the opening day of the exhibition. 

32. Entries will be made in strict compliance with the offered premium list, and awards 
made in accordance. Parties must, therefore, take particular pains to have stock and articles 
entered properly. 

33. The decision of the Awarding Commmittee will be final, except in case of gross 
mistake or fraud. 

34. Appeals to the Board from the decision of the Awarding Committee must be in 
writing, and must state clearly the reasons for, and facts by which it is proposed to establish 


the appeal. 
PREMIUMS. 


35. Blue ribbon or card denotes first premium ; red ribbon or card denotes second pre- 
mium ; white ribbon or card denotes third premium. 

36. Premiums will not be paid on animals or articles removed from the exhibition before 
the close, unless such removal has the special approval of the President and Secretary of the 
New England Society. 

37. Cash premiums will be paid by the Treasurer, on and after October 20, 1886, at his 
office in Bangor, Me., and he will forward any premium not so paid, to any point, in such 
manner as the person entitled to the same may indicate in writing, the following provision 
having been adopted,— 

That all premiums awarded, except the Society's medals, may be liable to pro-rata reduction 
sufficient to meet any deficiency that may occur in the receipts, to mect said premiums and other 
expenses of the Fair. Medals and diplomas will be delivered as soon as they are secured from the 
manufacturers. 2 

$8. A regular meeting of the trustees aad officers will be held at the President’s head- 
quarters, on the evening of Monday, August 30, and at 9 a. m. each day of the Fair at Pres- 
ident’s headquarters at the Fair Grounds. 

39. Farmers’ meetings, for discussion, will be held Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday 
evenings of Fair week. 

40. A postal and package office will be kept open during the Fair at the Secretary's 
office, in charge of the Secretary. Correspondence intended for exhibitors or visitors, that is 
addressed care of the Secretary of the New England Fair, Bangor, Me., will be ferwarded 
promptly to said postal office at the grounds.

all persons making entries in any division or department of this Fair will be required to purchase 
tickets of ad Sor th lves, except such persons who are members of the New Enotanp 
and Eastern Marve Stare Farr Socretres.
